REMINISCENCES OP THE EARLY PIONEERS. 

Adoenturei of Colonel Daniel Boone, one of the Original Setllere of 
Kentucky—Oontaining the Wart uith the Indian! on the Ohio, 
from 1769 to the year 1784, and the Firtt Eitabliskment 
and Progrett of the Settlement on the River.

It was tlie first of May, 1769, that 1 resigned my domestic iiappiiiess, 
and left my family and peaceable habitation on the Yadkin river, in 
North Carolina, to wander tlirongh tlie wilderness of America, in 
quest of the country of Kentuuke, in company wltli Jolin Finley, .fohn 
Stuart, .losepli Holden, James Money, and William Cool. 

On the seventh nf June, after travelling thiough a inountainuus wil¬ 
derness ill a’western direction, we found ourselves on Bed ri ver, wliere 
Jolm Finley liad formerly been trading with the Indians; and from 
the top of an einenence, saw with pleasure tlie beautiful level of Keii- 
tiicke. For sometime we had experienced the most uncomfortable 
weather. We now encamped, made a shelter to defend us trom the 
inclement season, and began to iiunt and reconnoitre the country. 
We found abundance of wild beasts in this vast forest. The hiifialo 
were more numerous than cattle on other settlements, braizing on tlie 
leaves of the cane, or cropping the herbage on these extensive plains. 
We saw hundreds in a drove, and the miinbers about the salt springs 
wore amazing. In this forest, the liabltation of beasts of every 
Americau kind, we hunted with success until December. 

On the 22d of December. Jolin Stuart and I had a pleasing ramble; 


bill fortune changed tlie day at the close nf it. We liad passed 
tlirinigli ii gri'at forest, in whieli stood myriads of tiecs. some gay witli 
hlo.ssoms, otliei> ricli with fruits. N'atnre was lierc a .series of won- 
ilers, anil a fund nf deliglil. Here slic dis|>layed tier ingenuity and in¬ 
dustry in a variety of flowers anil fruits, lieantifnlly colnred. elegantly 
■sliaiied and charmingly llavored. and we were diverted witli number¬ 
less animals presenting themselves perpetually to onr view. In tlie 
(lay. near Kciilucko river, as we asccniled the brow of a small iiill, a 
nnmlier of Indians rnslied out of a thick caiie-hrake. ami made us pris¬ 
oners. Tlie Imlians pinnilered us ami kept ns in confinement seven 
days. During tliis we diseovored no uneasiness or desire to e.«cape, 
wliieli made tliem le.ss snspieion.s; tint in the dead of night, as we lay 
liy a large fire in a lliick canc-lirake, when sleep liad locked ii]) tlieir 
senses, my situation not disposing me to rest, 1 gently awoke my eom- 
paniou. We seized tliis favorihlc opportunity, and departed, direct¬ 
ing onr course towards our old camp, lint foimil if plimdered, .ami our 
company dispo.sed or gome liome. 

About this time my lirother Squire liooiie. with anotlier adven¬ 
turer, wlio came to explore tlie coimiry sliortly after ns, was wander¬ 
ing tlirongli tlie forest, and aeciilently fonuil our camp. Notwith¬ 
standing onr imfortuiiate cireimistaiiees, and onr dangerous situation, 
surromided witli liostile savages, onr meeting fortunately in tlie wil¬ 
derness gave ns tlie most sensible .s.atisfactioii. Soon after tliis my 
companion in captivity, Jolin Stuart, was killed by tlie savages, and 
the man who came with iiiy brother returned lionie by liiinself. We 
were tlien in a dangerous lielpie.ss situation, exposed daily to perils 
and dcaCli aiiiongst .savages and wild lieasts, not a white man in tlic 
eoimtry but ourselves, Tims many hundred miles from onr familie.s 
in the tiowling wilderness, we did not cniitinne in a state of indolence. 
but liiintcd every day, and prepared a little cottage to defend us from 
tlie winter slornis. We met with no distiirbuiicc during the winter. 
On the first of May. 1770, iny hrotlier I'clnriied liome by liimsclf, for a 
new recruit of liorses and ainimiiiitioii, leaving me alone, without 
bread, salt, or sugar, or even a lioi-se or dog. I pas.sed a few days im- 
eomfortably. Tlie idea of a beloved wife and family, and tlieir anx¬ 
iety on my account, would liave disposed me to inelaiicholy, if 1 liad 
fiirtlier indulged the tlioiight. 

One day I undertook a tour throiigli tlie country, wlicii tlie divei-sing 
and beauties of nature I met witli in tills clinrniiiig season dispelled 
every gloomy tliought. Just at tlie close of day. tlie gentle gales 
ceased; a profound calm ensued; not a brcatli sliook tlie tremulous 
leaf. 1 had gained tlie forest of a cominandiiig ridge, and looking 
around witli astonisliing deliglit, beheld the ample plains and beau¬ 
teous tracts below. On one liand 1 surveyed tlie lamous Oliio rolling 
in silent dignity, and marking the eastern bomidury of Kentucke witli 
inconceivable grandeur. At a vast distance J beheld the inountaiiis 
lift their venerable brows and penetrate the clouds. All things were 
still. 1 kindled a lire near a foimtaiii of sweet water, and seated on

the loiii of a hiick which a fewliours before I had killed. Tlie shades 
of iiiglit soon overspread tlie hemisphere, and the eartli seemed to 
gasp after the liovering moisture. My excursion had fatigued my 
body, and amused my mind. I laid me down to sleep, and awoke not 
imtil tlie sun liad chased away tlie niglit. 1 continued this tour, and 
ill a few days explored a considerable part of the country, each day 
equally pleased as at rtrst; after which I returned to my old camp, 
whicii had not been disturbed in mv absence. I did not eonflne iny 
lodging to it, but often reposed in thick cane-brakes to avoid the sav¬ 
ages, who, 1 believe, often visited my camp, but, fortunately for me, 
in my absence. No popular city, with all the variety of commerce 
and stately structures, could aflbrd so much pleasure to my mind os 
the beauties of nature 1 found in this country. Until the 27th of July, 
1 spent the time In an nniiiterriipted scene of sylvan pleasures, when 
my brother, to my great felicity, met me. according to apimlntinent, 
at our old camp. Soon after we lett the place, and proceeded to Ciiin- 
lierlaiid river, reconnoitreing that part of the country, and giving 
names to difterent river. In March. 1771, I returned home to my fam¬ 
ily, being determined to bring them as soon as possible, at the risk of 
m'y life and tortuiie, to reside in Kentiicke which I esteemed a second 
paradise. On my return home I found my family in happy circum¬ 
stances. 1 sold my farm at Yadkin, and what goods we could not 
c.arry with us; and on the 25th of Septemher, 1773, we bade tarewell 
to our friends and proceeded on our Journey to Kentiicke. in company 
with live more families, and forty men that joined us at Powell’s Val¬ 
ley. ■which is 160 miles ft'oni the now settled part of Kentiicke; but 
this promising beginning was soon overcast with a cloud of adversity. 

On tlie tenth of Octoher, the rear of our company w.as attacked by a 
number of Indians, who killed six and wounded one man. Of these 
my eldest son was one that fell in the action. Though we repulsed 
the enemy, yet this unhappy aflair scattered our cattle, brought us in¬ 
to extren'ie ililbculty, and so discouraged the whole company, that we 
retreated forty miles to Clench river. We had passed over two moun¬ 
tains. Powell’s and Waldens, and were approaching (hiiliherlaiid inoiiii- 
tain, when this adverse fortune overtook us. These mountains are in 
the wilderness, in p.assiug from the old settlements In Virginia to Ken- 
tuckc. are ranged in a south-west and north-east direction, are of 
great length and breadth, and not far distant from each other. Over 
them, nature I'ath formed passes, less dillicult than might be expected 
from the view of such huge piles. The ns|>ects of these clitic is so 
wild and horrid, that it is Impossible to behold them without terror. 
Ill -March, 1775, at the solicitation of a number of gentlemen of North 
Carolina. 1 attended their treaty at Wataga, with the Cherokee In¬ 
dians, to piirclni' c the lands on the south side of Kentiicke river. 
.Vfter this, 1 undertook to mark out a ro.id in the best passage froin 
the settlement, throiigli the wildcrne.es to Kentiicke. Having collect¬ 
ed a niunber of enterprising men, well armed, I soon began tliis work. 
Wc proceeded until we came within fifteen miles of where Boones- 
borougli now stands, when the Indians attacked us, and killed two, 
and wounded two more. This was the ’20111 of March, 1775. Three 
day.-: after, they attacked ns again; we had two killed and three 
wounded, .\fter this, we proceeded on to Kentiicke river without op¬ 
position. tin the first of April we began to erect the fort of Boones- 
horough, at a salt lick, sixty yards froili the river, on the south side. 
On tin* fourth day they killed one of our men. On the 1-ith of June, 
having finished the fort, I returned to my family, on the Clench. 
.'< 01)11 after 1 removed my family to this fort, we arrived safe; my wife 
and daughter being the first white women that stood on the hanks of 
Kentiicke river. Decemher 24th, the Indians killed one man, and 
wounded another: seeming determined to persecute us for erecting 
tills fort. July 14lli, 1770, two of <'ol. Ciilway’s daughters, and one of 
mine, were taken prisoners near fhe fort. 1 immediately persued the 
Indians, with only eighteen men. On the Kith 1 overtook them, kill¬ 
ed two of them and recovered the girls. The Indians had divided 
themselves into several parties, .and attackcil, on the same day, all our 
settlements and forts, doing a great deal of mischief. The husband¬ 
man was .shot de.ad in the field, and most of the cattle were destroyed. 
'I'liey continued tlieir iiostilities until the I5th of April, 1777, when a 
party of 100 of them attacked Boonshoroiigli and killed one man, and 
wounded four. July 4th, they attaeked it again with two hundred 
men, ami killed one, and wounded two. They remained 48 hours, 
during whicli we killed seven of them. All the settlements were at¬ 
tacked at the same time. .Inly lOth, Col. Kogan’s fort was besieged 
by two hundred Indians. They did much misenief; there were only 
fifteen men ill tlie fort; they killed two and wounded four of them. 
Indian loss niikuown.

THE APPROACHING SEASON. 

MkniiO'I'A, hi., July 20th, 1874. 

To TiiK EnniiR of tiik Fiki.d and Strkam:— As thelfitli of Au¬ 
gust approaches, it may be Important to many of your city readei-s to 
get returns from the rural districts. 

Although you have the adv.antage of us in aggregation of capital- 
population—enterprise—big fires and such luxuries,yet when it comes 
to the real object of life, sucli as shooting “prairie chickens,’’ ducks, 
snipe, etc., you must look to broad inland prairies, where roams the 
gentle Granger, for consolation. We are always glad to sec “yon fel¬ 


lers,” and when chicken shooting commences, we get an occasional 
glimpse of a genuine metropolitan “blled shirt,” and a Chicago siiort 
inside of it, who condescends to drop down on ns with an outfit of mod¬ 
ern hunting equipments truly bewildering to onr bucolic optica. AVo 
are most happy on all such occasions to take down our old powder 
horns and bottles of shot and go along and see the city chap cut-loose 
with his gun that loads behind, while we with sedate and open mouthed 
amazement, pour groceries into the muzzle of our old fashioned “stub 
and twist,” and gladly sell to him the/eie chickens which fall to our 
lot, wherewith he can “cavort” when he gets home. 

To such as Intend to visit “here or hereabouts,” in search of a little 
grouse shooting, 1 will drop a line as to the prospects, and extend, tiie 
hand of fellowship. 

One of the best points for “chicken” shooting yet remaining in 
northern Illinois, is at and near the head of Inlet swamp, in T.ec t'o.. 
about 15 miles north from here. This locality is well known to many 
of the Chicago shootists, from its old time reputation, as a favorite 

oose and duck region. Of late it has become very dry, and the large 

ats east of it and along Willow Creek, .ahouiid in grouse and quail. 
The nearest point to Tt by raii, is Compton Station, I.ee Co., thence 
due north five miles, where will be found a pleiuiing intermixture of 
wild grass and stubble, and a good supply of prairie chickens for these 
degenerate days. Another point liaving'thc odor of game about it, is 
around the borders of Winnebago Swamp, 30 miles west of here, with 
good railroad facilities. At and about Deer Grove, where the railroml 
cro.sses the swamp, several professional pot-hunters reside, hence .shoot¬ 
ing is badly overdone at that immediate locality. In going to this 
region, it would he better to stop at Walnut, In Bureau Co., and go 
thence S. AV. about eight miles and stop with some farmer. 

Another first-class locality is Tampico, about seven miles west of 
Deer Grove. 

Good shooting may also he had in Ophir and Freedom Town.ships. 
in LaSalle Co,, about eight miles S. E. of thi.s town, and good lodg¬ 
ings and food for “man and beast,” can always be secured of the 
Grangers. 

Any where round this town can be found good shooting, and any 
one choosing to make it his head quarters, need not be disappuiiiteil, 
for if a good shot, he can get from 15 to 30 grouse per day, without any 
es|H*cial run of luck. This species of game is plentier tliis year tlian 
for many years past, and the imustml area of small grain sown, oll’ers 
extra facilities for bagging them. (Jnail have not been so numerous 
since 1857. 

1 would caution who ever may visit the regions spoken ol, to make 
their peace with tiie soverigns of the soil, for many of them are dis¬ 
posed to “get up on their ear” at people shooting on thejr land. 
This can generally he arranged by first going to them, and with due 
humility, asking permission. They are also somewhat fearful, know¬ 
ing the fa.scinating qualities of the Chicago exquisites, that tlie sus¬ 
ceptible bosom of that delightful rural product, coninionly called 
“farmers’ daughters,” may be pierced with tiie pangs of love. 

Then bring nothing but breech-loaders and peradventurc, a jiockct 
pistol, and leave enpid’s tiny artillery at home in reserve for mightier 
conquests along Wabash Avenue. Voure, L. B. Crdokkr.

Quail are quite plenty, also snipe, pinnated grouse, and hares. 

Riding out on almost any road, cast, west, north nr south, one can 
sec the “Bob Whites” perched on rail fences rnniiing along side of the 
road, or in.ay hear their clear whistle from every grain field. 

The chickens do not seem to be so plenty, as I saw only one or two 
small covies, though on my way to Rockford, some weeks ago, 1 saw 
them quite plenty in the fields by the side of the track. 

Hares are also plenty and may be .seen by the side of the roatls, in 
the brush, and on laud newly cleared. 

Snipe are. not quite so plenty, only saw them in two pjaccs, in com- 
paritivcly small luimhers. 

The farmers in this county, AVimieh.ago, are, a® a gcner.al thing, 
rather against sportsmen, and will not allow ihoni to shoot over their 
lands, unless personally .acquainted. 

AVishing all, who can enjoy it, a pleasant shooting season.

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MY FIRST SAI-MOX. 

IIY A SPORTSMAN. 

I cannot reiiifiinbcr where or when I threw iny first fly. or where I 
caught my first trout, but I have a very vivid recollection of catching 
my first salmon, and tliinking it may interest some of your flsliing 
renders, ] will give yon nn account of it, as amongst tlie fisliermen 
tliere, and tliere were some good ones, it was considered soinewlint of 
a feat. I was out one da}'witli a keeper, flsliing for trout on n trout 
stream in Wales, where nn occasional salmon used to be canglit. I 
was using a liglit trout rod, n very fine silk line, and ns fine a catching 
line as possible, for tlie river used to be well wliipped, and witli- 
out tlie finest tackle a fisherman would stand no cliance. Whilst fisli- 
iiig in n small pool, I s.aw a curl on tlie water near tlie bottom of it; 
George, tlie keeper with me, said: “Tliere’s a salmon, sir." I said: 
"yes,or a large trout." I sat down and took out asewlii fly 1 liappened 
to have in my book, and put it on as a tail fiy, leaving tlie droppers as 
tliey were, first dropper w.as a midge, the second was a dun. On tlie 
opposite side of tlie pool w.^s a rock, standing riglit out of tlie water, 
about five feet from tlie bank, close by were some men mending tlie 
road, wliose cliildren had just brought tliem tlieir breakfast, luckily 
for me, or tills would never liave been written. Tlie .second ca.st 1 
made I saw a rise, (o my di.»gn.st, at tlie smallest fly. viz. tlie midge; 
a slight turn of tlie wrist and I hooked niy gentleman. Away lie went 
as Inird ns he could pelt up tlie river, keeping me at full a|ieed. tlie 
rod bent over double. "George1 .said, as soon as I could speak, call 
tliose boys down to tlie pool and tell tliein to get a pile of stones and 
be ready to tlirow tliein into tlie water when told, l^tween tlie rock 
and the’bank. Just as I was 8|icnking, Mr. Salmon turned tail and 
went down stream at a terrific rate, back to tlie pool where I had 
hooked him, liore he sulked at the bottom for a minute or two, but a 
few stones st.artcd liim on another rush up the rapids, displaying the 
same t.actics. All this time I had never even seen him. After Ids re¬ 
turn to his favorite pool, and niiotlier sulk, lie made a dash for tlie 
rock, but here the little boys (nine into play, and tlie showers of 
stones tlirowii prevented him from making his point and breaking iny 
line; he tried to get around the rock no less than five times, hut th’c 
yonngstei-s stood to their work and beat him every time. Ail tliis 
time 1 was intensely anxious about my fly, lest being so sm.all it 
slionid break its liold, especially ns I liad kept all the strain on the 
flsli that the line would hear, from the beginning of the struggle. 
After his last efl’ort to get round the rock, lie started slowly hut reso¬ 
lutely, strniglit down the river. George said, “ it is all up now, sir,” 
and 1 tliought so too, for not twenty yards from iiiin w.as a large busli. 
growing right out into the river, and if he got into that, I knew I 
miglit say good-bye to him. He got nearer and nearer, ] dared not 
put an ounce more strain on. in another second I, should liave jum]>e(1 
in and tried to liave swan past it. but it was a very forlorn hope, 
wlien, to my great relief, as he passed it, lie .swam from it towarii the 
opposite side, and just at the last moment, after taking out ail my 
reel, for there were not three turns of line left on It. he turned and 
made his last dasli np the river, jumping three or four times clean out 
of the water, and showing his silvery side for the first time. ‘•Tliat's 
a twenty pounder and Ids last effort, sir," said George, and sure 
enough, after it, lie turned on his side and 1 drew liini in in a minute 
or so, close to tlie bank. George in the meantime, had made, a make¬ 
shift for a gaff and grabbed him in the month, lint imagine my lior- 
ror to see the galf give way and pull my liook out, luckily that last 
effort of Ids had taken too mucli out of him, and George {uinped in 
and putting his flngei-s in his gill.s, lifted him clean out unto tlie bank. 

He weighed, when we got home, 17}^ iwunds, and 1 was thirty-seven 
minutes catching Idm. ft was a day to lie marked with a white stone, 
and 1 shall never forget it, as long as I live.

To TitE Ediiou of TitE Field and Stue.vm The well-known 
" shooting box" of Messere. Parker and Blake, called " Gnmberland 
Lodge," on tlie great niaivsh near I.owell. Indiami, where .«o many of 
onr citizens and sportsmen from abroad have s|ient many happy hours 
is about to pass away. On tlie 8th inst. the personal iiroperty was all 
sold at auction, and as an accoinit of the place may be of interest to 
your many readers, 1 will endeaver to give yon at least an idea of It. 
" Ciimberhind I.odge Stock Farm " is a tractiof 232 acres in the town 
of Lowell, Lake Co.. Iiid., .selected at fiii-t for it' fine shooting attrac¬ 
tions, being on the great marsh of the Kankakee River, n paradise 
for the iliick limiter. The original intention was, I believe, merely to 
have a snug shooting-box, but these gcutlenien gradually got into fine 
stock, etc., whicli necessitated hnildings of various kinds, until now it 
is provided with facilities in the way of stables, ^heds. houses, kennels, 
etc., not equalled, perhaps, on any farm in tlie State. I will not go 
fnrtlier into details concerning this farm, stock or liildings, than to 
say that everything was of the very best that money could buy or in¬ 
genuity contrive. The principal object now. however, is the shooting 
facility offered. Tlie house, 40xfi0 feet, is built in modern style, ami 
contrived with an eye to the sportsmen’s comfort. A fine bath-room, 
with liot and cold water, waterclosct, large range in kitchen, pumps, 
etc,; in fact, everytliing in " apiilc-pie " order. Then tliere is the 
gun-room, with hot and cold water, stationary wa.sh-basins. the gun 
rack, drawers for aniiiinnition. etc.; and all stocked with the very best 
materials to be found in England—such as «*ater-proof stocking.s, por¬ 
poise-skin shoes, legg-ins. coats, guns, etc., etc., far too mimerons to 
mention. 

Tlie .sale was well attended, jicople coming from all parts, many 
from biiriosity, no doubt, as the pbice h.as a wide reputation. A brace 
of beautiful red Irish setters, "Carlos” and "Cora,” were .sold and 
brouglit 8176, Mr. J. P. Wiiliams, of Monience.

I give you the pedigrees herewith; Carlos—3 ycar.s’ old; got liy 
PrTnee, out of Jimo; won the cup for the liest .«ett(ir in the Birniiiig- 
ham show, 1872; brotlier to Countess .and Nellie, winners of all the 
great stakes at tlie field trials, (.’ora—4',^ years old; got by Col. Hnt- 
chinsoii’s Bob, out of his favorite bitch Lily, sister to Shot; winner of 
the field trials at Southampton, 1871. A diinghtcr of these dogs was 
also sold, and brought 837. She wius full of good points, and a most 
promising dog. The bl.ack retriever “Sam,” of the celebrated Idstoiie 
breed, and also a prize winner, was bought by Mr. E. C. Field, of 
Crown Point, Iiid. Slie is a iiiagnilicent animal, and is the original 
stock with “Jet,” the dog who is the personal property of Ciipt. Blake, 
and a most remarkable dog, being thoroughly broken, and a history of 
whose retrieving exploits would astonish niany. Messrs. Parker and 
Blake imported a number of other highly-bred dogs, some two years 
ago, .and. Iiaviiig more thou they cared to keep, made an .auction sale 
on May 18th last, at Dexter Park, with the most disasUons resulU. It 
did not speak very well for Chic.ago sportsmen at any rate, to show so 
little appreciation of dogs tliat are .ncknowledgcd to be of tlie best 
straiis. 

Tlie scenes and incidents at the sale were many of them very amn- 
sleg; tlie day was intensely hot but the people stayed until the Iasi 
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thing was sold. The spread of goods was something remarkable; for 
insUuce, bo.-it8, flslispears, guns, rifles, tents, mowing machines, ditch¬ 
ing and road plow, rollers, lawn mowers, farm and hunting wagons, 
an elegant English dog cart, sleigli, farm boilers, every conceivable 
son of book and farm implement, sheep, hogs, cows. 1 tine sliort-horn 
bull of tlie celebrated Duke and Duchess’ blood, horses, dogs, furni¬ 
ture, supplies, and in short almost eveiytliing you could tliiuk of, and, 
us before remarked, all of the lM*st qualities to lie liad. Tiie result of 
tlie sale was $.1,400—almost double tlie amount c.xpected. It owurred 
to the writer that here was an opportunity for a Oliieago club of gen¬ 
tlemen to procure a resort unequalled, perhaps, for -shooting facilities, 
by any other locality within as easy reach. As to the comforts of the 
house and place, they could not be better. The miii-sli abounds with 
geese brant, swan, and ducks, in season, and also prairie ciiickens, so 
thet 4 hours from Chicago puts one with his giiii and dogs in the midst 
of game to his heart’s content. The well-known “ Camp Mulligan” is 
adjoining these premises, but there is an abiindaiice of sport for all. 
A moderate outlay would secure this splendid place, it lieing necessary 
to have merely the 10 acres oii which stands the house, bams, kennels, 
etc. The cattle-sheds, stables, laborers’ dwellings, and large biuii, 
being on the farm proper. A tenent could be procured to look after 
the place in the absence of the members of the club, and who could 
have tilings always in readiness should anyone of them chouse to 
drop down at short notice. The place can be ii.ad at a great bargain 
if taken soon, and it certainly is too good a chance to last. Mr. Par¬ 
ker intends returning to. England. Capt. Blake is as yet undecided 
what to do. Both tiiese gentlemen are spoken highly of down tiiere, 
and the people therabouts will certainly miss tiiem when they leave, 
for they dealt out their bounties with a lavish hand. The farm lia-s 
been greatly improved, almost a reclamation, iind the great pity 
is that these, gentlemen did not locate in a more suitable place fertile 
rai,sing of stock wliere, with the same outlay, most gratifying results 
would have followed.

But the flrst object they had in view 
was shooting, and for tliis they could not have selected a more desi¬ 
rable spot. The trip down and back was one of much pleasure, tiie 
country being exceedingly beautiful, though needing rain, and the

BREAKIXG GUN-SIIY DOGS. 

Training lias bet'll so ably iiiul cxteii.vively written np iiy Ilntcliiii- 
soii, the best work I ever reiul, tbat it may seem siipertliions to say 
anything on tlie subject, but I will give yon the plan I have followeil 
with great sncee.ss, in breaking gnn-sby tlogs liere, never having seen 
a single instance of it in the oltl country. Starvation is tbe very best 
thing to bring them roiiml. Take the gnii in your haiitl, also some 
footl, loose the ilog and call liiiii to yon. as soon as he sees tbe gun, 
being afraid of it, he runs back to his kennel. All right; fasten him 
up and give him notliing to eat for twenty-four hours, tlieii try liim 
once more, most likely lie will run back again, fasten liim and leave 
him for anotlier I weiity-four liours; forty-eiglit hours fasting won't 
hurt him. By that time, perhaps, he will be hungry enough to come 


also the perfect discipline oi her Majesty's troops. Tliese gentlemen 
critics have never seen as many as eigiit admirably trained dogs In¬ 
stantly converted Into us many immovable statues by the uplifted 
hand aud warning “ Toho " of their keeper; they have never seen 
them fall prone to the ground, as if dead, at the crack of the gun aud 
so patiently remain until one of the three or four beautiAil, wavy- 
coated retrievers recovered the dead game when designated by name 
to do so. No, those who have not witnessed it have no conception of 
the style with which Held sports ai-e conducted in England; we will 
appeal from tlie verdict of u jury wliicli has lieard but one side of the 
ca.se. 

Having tlins made our protest in advance, we will proceeil to give 
Mr. Horsfall's views with which, we repeat, we coincide entirely. 

Mr. H.’s llrst po.stulate is as follows: " Pointers and setters retriev¬ 
ing are so entirely out of place, and should never be allowed to do so 
as we therefore teach them two tilings entirely incoinbatlble one with’ 
another, and so lose the opportunity of having a realiy superior dog 
in eitlier branch.'’ Now, our own individual experience of forty 
years over the best dogs in Maryland and Virginia proves tliis postu¬ 
late; for invariably, witiioiit a single exception whlcii we can remem¬ 
ber. tiie fastest dogs—tliose which covered tlie most ground and found 
the most game—were non-retrievere. The reasons given by Mr. Hors¬ 
fall for the faith that is in him are good, pliilosoiihical reasons, wliicli 
cannot be disputed. »••••**» 


up to you when lie sues you tiave some food for him, if so, feed him all 
he wants on the'yuu, and take liini out for exorcise with the gun, if lie 
will follow you; most likely he will only eat just enongli to satisfy his 
worst linnger and run back to his kennel, if so, fasten and leave for 
another twenty-four hours, when repeat the same thing, should lie ! 
after forty-eight lioiir.s hunger, not come to eat when you aill him,| 
take the gun and lay it on tlie ground near Ids kennel, put Ids food | 
along tlie barrels and on tlie triggers, leave it and he will eat it be -1 
fore he will starve. You must now feed him altogether on the gun. 
until he has not the sliglitest fear of it, wlien tliat is the case, for 
which a couple ot days generally siitllee, take him out exercising witli 
the gun on your arni after a day orso. Don't feed him for twenty-four 
hours, wten take him out witli a clieck cord, and the gun, sit down 
on tlie grass and call liim np to you, make liim di-op and click the ham¬ 
mers a few times, (by the way, you ought to liave done tids wlien 
feeding liim),.and give Idm a piece of meat; if at all nervous at the 
clicking, continue tins for a day or two, hut nine times out of ten, he 
won’t mind the clicking at all if you have already done it wlien feed¬ 
ing him. Now put on a cap, let tlie. gnu lie :icross your knee and pull 
the trigger, make much of him and give him a piece of meat, repeat 
lids a few times, but don’t give too long a lesson at once, eight or ten 
ndiuites is amply siitHcient, and you can now waik about and fire a 
cap from tlie shoulder. Wlicii lie drops, and after the inotiuns of 
loading, comes up at once eargerly on being called, which lie most 
likely will, being hungry and expecting food, give him some meat, 
and you can then _ Are ofl’ a little powder witliout any danger of his 
running away, continue this a day or two, always caressing and feed¬ 
ing him after firing, and he will learn to like the gun Instead of fear¬ 
ing it. One thing I should like to impress on your mind, and that is, 
do not, when training puppies, make their lessons too long; their pre¬ 
liminary le.«soiis should never be more at first tnan five or ten min¬ 
utes at the outsides, afterwards they may be increased if wanted, to 
half nil hour, hut aerrr longer than that, until you commence on out 
door lessons. Homo says, an hour at a time for a lesson, commencing 
with the first; viz, ’•Toho.” My experience has been, that if the les¬ 
sons were prolonged, it made my pupils dull. I say more than that 
though. If once ill a while j'oii omit a whole day, it does your pupil 
good, especially if he is slow at learning, but as a rule, short lessons 
often repeated, are best.

that ill .siding with Mr. M. a “hue and cry” may be raised by Count 
Shorb, Rodman, “ Gopher,” Baron Gnbner, the doughty " Warwick,” 
and other of our valued contributors, all of whom have trained their 
dogs to retrieve, and most of whom sincerely believe that American 
dogs of pure English descent but American birth and American train¬ 
ing are the perfection of the canine race far superior to all other dogs. 

We take the precaution to apiieni in advance against their verdict, 
on the sufllclent ground that whatever their exjierience may have 
been on this side of the great water, they have seen nothing of the 
shooting in England. They all of them have owned and witnessed 
the performance of some of the finest dogs in this country; but which 
of them has .shot over a well preserved estate In Brltlan, where it is 
no uncommon sight to see six and eight of the highest-bred pointers 
or setters ranging a field abreast, with not only the style, but with

To THE Euiruit OK THE PiELi) ASii Stkeaji :—Having seen a few 
copies of your interesting paper, and read of the adventures of sever.al 
sportsmen of the diflerent states, 1 do not think it will Come amiss to 
relate a little incident that befell Charles O. I'nger, better known by 
the sporting men of this section, as ''Tex," and myself. We were 
coining up the Arkansas River from Rocky Ford, fifty miles below 
here, and were talking about all kinds of game in general, when all of 
a sudden,‘"Tex” exclaimed,‘'talk about game, just look there.”' and 
looking, 1 saw .a large band of antelope, numbering about five linn- 
dred. Both of its being armed witli the best of all rifles, the Win¬ 
chester, we stopped, and after a short consultation, concluded to get a 
load if possible. We attempted to drive them into a small bend in 
the river, which was about half a mile from them. “Tex” went one 
way, and I another, in the hopes of getting them into the bend, but 
the antelope having got wind of us, moved over a high bliifl' and dis¬ 
appeared. Biding to the foot of the Blufl, we dismounted and crawl¬ 
ed up to the top, and looking, saw them about four hundred y.irds 
from us. Going back to our horses, “Tex’ proposed that 1 should take 
a large circle and try and drive them back, while he concealed him¬ 
self behind a large clump of buslies near by. I started off, and after 
an hour or more, succeeded in getting ahe.ad of them, and managed to 
start them back toward the bend. After they had got over the Bluff, 
“Tex” showed himself, and they started directly for the bend. When 
we had them where we wanted them, we opened fire on them; the 
Winchesters worked well and so did the hoi-ses, but after a short time, 
they made a desperate break and managed to get away, and ofi' they 
went over the prairie. Finding there was no show to get at them 
again, we went to work and collected those that we had shot, and 
when we had counted them, there were forty-three killed out-right, 
and eight others that we had to shoot again, making fifty-one in all. 
It being near sunset, we drew straws to see wlio would go to town 
after a team to pack the meat in. It fell on me to go, and, leaving 
“Tex” in cliarge of the game, 1 started, and arrived there about ten 
o’clock. I concluded to wait until morning before I started back, so, 
getting a large team, and four mules in readiness for an early start, I 
wrapped my blanket around me and was soon asleep. By day-light 
next morning, I was five miles on the way. On arriving there. I found 
that “Tex” had killed eleven coyotes during the night, mid that there 
had been a pack of sixty or more of the animals around all night—in 
fact there were a few of them in sight even then. After skinning the 
coyotes that he had killed, we proceeded to load the wagon. This 
being done, we starled for Pueblo, and arrived there in due time, and 
found a ready market for our game. More anon. G. U. N.

PLUMED QUAIL. 
Lophortyx Qambeli.

As the principal gamebird of Arizona, and, in fact the only one J 
found all over the Territory since the Turkc.vs and water-fowl are ,] 
necessarily of partial distribution, the Plumed Quail claims tlie spec- a 
ial attoiition of sportsmen, tis well as n.atiiralists, and has charms for ‘I 
both. It is resident in all parts of the Territory, and always at hand j 
to furnish healthful and agrce.ible sjiort, no less than to coiilribute a s 
dainty to larders that arc rarely oven»tockcd. | 

The geographical distribution of tids species has been determined ^ 
with jirecision, thanks to the observations of several naturalist besides j 
invsclf, who have recorded their experiences in diflerent localities, 
in general terms, the Territories of New Mexico aud Arizona may be t 
called its Artftitiit; hut this indication may be given with more ex'aiv t 
titude. To the eastward the bird has been found as far_ as tlie Kio c 
Pcc.os,'in Texas, a region that seems to be Its limit in this direction, i 

the Mossena replacing it beyond. The Colorado nearly defines its t 
western extension, but this statement requires the qualiflcatioii given i 
below The conditions of the Quail’s existence are fulfilled through- j 
out the broad region between the rivei-s just named; while to the i 
northward enough is now known of its extension to make it certain ' 

that it reaches somewhat iurther than the limits Colonel McCall as- I 
si>'iied lu his extremely interesting contribution to Mr. Cas.sin’s work. ' 
This ''cutleman gives the habitat os lying between the 3l8t and 34tli ^ 
ii irairels- but 1 found it abundant at Fort Whipple, a little north of ' 
•tr>o and think the limit should not be fixed lower than 3(i= at least. 
But’its niunbei'S dwindle as we approach its northern confines, and 
the broken iiioiintaln portions of Northern Arizona appear less suited 
to its wants than the iiliiiiis and deserts further south. Wo may with¬ 
out hesitation fix upon the valleys of the Gila and Colorado os its cen¬ 
tres of abimdancc; about Fort Yuma, for example, there were more 
Qii'iiN to the square mile than 1 ever saw elsewhere, and, indeed, 1 
could scarcely see how many more could well have been accommodated 
with food and hiding-places. The numbers diminish but little up the 
river to Fort Mojave, but they soon after decrease. Quail being so 
•ibundaiit at Fort Whipple, 1 regarded it as a little singular that I 
saw none at all in approaching that locality from the eastward, along 
the same piirallel; but such was the case. Numerous observer, how¬ 
ever, attest its presence at various points along the Rio Grande. 
Sontliward the Quail passes lieyond the United btates, and spreads 
over contiguous portions of Mexico. , . it ^ e 

All intoi^sting fact in the distribution of this species is the effect of 
the Colorado desert in shutting it off from the fertile portions of Cali¬ 
fornia This ilreary, sterile waste otters a baiTler to its westward ex¬ 
tension that is only exceptionally overcome. Although the birds en¬ 
ter the desert a little way. they rarely reach far enough to mix with 

the represeutative sjiecics of Callforiiia (X. californicue). Ihc strip 

of country that mostly assists in their occasional passage westward, is 
almiK the Mojave River, a stream arising in the ban Bernardino 
lilounlains. and flowing eastward toward the Colorado, fi'om which it 
is .shut off by a range of hills, and conserpiently sinks in the desert at 
Soda Lake. Among other birds, the two kinds of Plumed Quail— 
Gambel’s and the Californian—meet along this comparatively tertilo 
thoroughfare, upon neutral grounti, as Drs. Hcerniann and Cooiicr, as 
well as myself, have witnessed. Much further south. Colonel McCall 
fomidbirdsat Alamo Mucho, forty-four miles west of the Colorado; 
but still the desert is in effect the barrier I have represented, and the 
two tjiiiiils, spe.aklug generally, do not meet. One wonders the less 
at this who luis any good idea of the Colorado desert, such as in .ay be 
irained, for example, from the following passage from Colonel MeCal s 
article, which remains associated in my mind with the Plumed Quails, 
with ail the freshness of fli-st impressions. Speaking of the Alamo, 
where he shot a pair, “Here is in truth a desert!” exclaims the Col¬ 
onel. “Figure to youi'self, if you can, a portion of this fair earth, 
where for some hundreds of miles, the whole crust seems to have] 
been reduced to aslies by the action of internal tires; bcliold a vast 
olaiii of dcsoiation surrounded, and at intervals iiiteisected, by abrupt 
nioiintain ranges, which are little better than gigantic heaps of scoria; 
imagine this scenery to be actually glowing under the direct rays of a 
midsummer sun, .and you may have some idea of the prospect that 
meets the eye of the traveler who looks out upon the desert trom the 
well of the Alamo. You m.ay perceive in his rear a few stunted cot- 
touwood trees scattered along the edge of a channel, iu which, appar-- 
entlv water once wti», but now la not; while around him, here and 
there is a light-leafed iiiezipiite, that stretches forth its slender arms 
and ii’ppears to invite him to a shade that is but a mockery. Here it 
was that I first heard the plaintive voice of this bird as he strove to 
cheer his mate while occupied in the tedious task of incubation.’ 
And singularly enough, the bird is almost equally licnimed in by des¬ 
ert to the eastward as well; for according to the same waiters ac- 
counU, “a sandy desert, between the Pecos and Devil’s River, is tlie 


barrier beyond which the species under consideration has not extend¬ 
ed its range.” . , 

Such a glimpse of the haunts of the Plumed Quail make one wonder 
how it ever became a game bird at all; how sportsmen could be '•■o'® 
to make game of it, without being themselves rather made game of. 

But great os are the natural disadvantages of the surroundings, the 
bird’s attractions are still greater, and partly so from this very fact. 
But Arizona is a large place, and one need not always endure desert iii 
his Quall-sliootiiig. There is a much brighter side to the picture ; we 
have just seen only the darkest possible. Perhaps no Territory rivals 
Arizona in cariety of climate, physical geography, and iiutural pro¬ 
ductions. Between rugged mountains that lift snow-capped [leaks 
among the clouds lie hidden pleasant green valleys, whose fresh ver¬ 
dure contrasts with surrounding desolutton. Vast [irinucval forests 
stretch for leagues, or are only interrupted by oak and cedar openings. 
Bright fringes of cottonwoods and willow mark the devious course ol 
streams, where walnut and cherry are .scattered, and grape-vines cling 
to them, and roses bloom beneath leafy boughs. Here is [ilciity at 
least, if not peace. Notliing mars the pleasures of the chose, but the 
chances of being chosed. Were It not for Indians, we slioiild have 
here the acme of Quail-shooting. 

Gambel’s Quail may be looked for in every kind of cover. Where 
they abound it is almost impossible to miss them, and inveys may 
often be seen on exposed sand-lieaiis. along open roads, or in the clear¬ 
ed patches around settlers’ cabins. If they have .any avereioii, it is for 
thick high pine-woods, without any under-growth, where they only 
casually stray. They .are particuhirlv fond of the low tangled bru.sh 
along creeks, the dense groves of young willows that grow iu similar 
. places, and the close-set chaparral of hillocks or mountain ravines. 1 
have often found them, also, among huge granitic bouldere and masses 
1 of lava, where there was little or no vegetation, except some strag- 
. gling weeds; and have flushed them trom the dryer knolls in the 
midst of a reedy swamp. Along the Gila and Colorado they live_ in 
I such brakes as 1 de.scribed in speaking of .Abort’s Fincli; and they fre- 
r qneiit the groves of niezquite and mimosa, that form so cons))icuous a 
feature of the sceiiciy in those place. The.se scrubby trees form deiise 
i iiiteriacing copses, only to be penetrated with the utmost ditllculty, 

1 but beneath their spreading scrawny biaiiches are open intei-si'cting 
. ways, along which the Quail roams at will, enjoying the slight sliiule. 

. In the most sterile regions they are apt to come together in numbers 
. about the few water-holes or moist spots that may be found, and re- 
[ main in the vicinity, so that they become almost as good iiidicaUon 
I of the presence of water as the Doves theiiiBelves. A noteworthy fact 
: ill their history, is tlieir ability to bear, without apparent iiicoiiveii- 
; iciice, great extremes of temperature. They are seemingly at ease 

[ among the burning sands of the desert, where, for moiiths the thei- 

r luoiiicter dailv marks u hundred, and may reach almiidred and forty, 

’ “in the bc.st siiado that could be procured,” as Colonel McCall says: 
and they are equally at liome the year round among the niouiitains, 

K where snow lies on the ground in winter. , 

Tbe Quail’s food is made up of various substances. Like the i est oi 
f its tribe, it is chiefly granivorous, eating seeds of every description; 
. but fruits and insects form a large portion of its fare. It devours in¬ 
sects of such sorts as it can capture, and particularly those kinds that 
- infest plants. In the fall it gathers cherries and grapes, and other 
I, ••fruits” properly speaking, os well os the various hernes not usually 
n so called. It visits patches of prickly-pcar (Opunttd) to feed uiioii the 
s soft juicy “tuii.'is,” that are eaten by everything in Arizona, from iiicii 
o and l^are, to beetles. In the spring it shows Ibiidiiess for the buds ol 
t different plants, particularly mezqnite and willow; liird.s ” 
t time are frequently foiiml with sticky hits of the buds :dm>d 1''““

ENFORCE 'I’HE GA^IE LAWS. 

Now tliat thetime is near at liaiul wlicu tlie laws of tlie Uilfereiit VVesleru 
States will be “ off" as regards grouse ami quail, tbe poncliiug season may 
be said to have fairly set iu. Parlies of men and boys arc scouring the 
country in search of "prairie chickens," and their search is but too easily 
rewarded with well filled game-bags. 'I’rue sportsmen are at home, bum- 
Hliiug of their sporting armor against the opening day of flic season, many 
of them little thinking that that day will find the grouse so wild as to be 
almost unapproachable with dog and gun, but dreaming fondly of "a 
covey over beyond the meadow,” from wbicli they will bring to bug many 
a bold, proud bird, legitimate tropliies of an linuorable sportsman's 
prowess. 

The laws of most of our Western States are framed with a view to the 
protection and preservation of our game birds, but the enforcement of 
these laws is another matter. The legislatures have geuerally performed 
their duties in an imperfect manner The laws are all right, but their 
enforcement is left to the people, and being left to the masses, every one 
considers himself exempt from service as an executive officer of the State. 

We hold that it is the duty of every citizen to use his best endeavors to 
sec that the laws of his country are carried into effect. The man who wit¬ 
nesses a burglaryor a petty theft, is bound to give information to the proper 
authorities regarding the same, and his neglect to do so makes him an ac¬ 
cessory after the fact. 

Sportsmen associate tliemselves together in clubs, many of them char¬ 
tered by the legislature of their State, for the ostensible purpose of enforc¬ 
ing tbe game law. But how many of these clubs really achieve the end for 
which they were created ? We are sorry to say that “the ninety and nine" 
are generally astray in this important particular. Sportsmen’s Clubs and 
Associations have come to be regarded by tlie people at large as mere social 
organizations, whose chief aim is to be the leading club in the matter of 
kill at the trap, and in tlie magniflcencc of tlieir annual displays and tour¬ 
naments. Hence it is that tlie ignorant and unrefined portion of tlie com¬ 
munity, who love the sports of tlie field, but whose paths are among the by¬ 
ways and hedges of life, and wlio are thus shut out from participation in 
the pleasures of the club-room, and the society of tlic cultured sportsmen, 
seek the fields in search of game, weeks before the season lawfully com¬ 
mences, little thinking that tlicir acts deserve the severest punishment. 


Are not our clubs and sportsmen mucli to blame for tliis state of affairs? 
A few sxBiiipIcs of these persistent poacliera would infuse into their minds 
u wliolcgome terror of tlie Isw, and would effectually put an end to their 
depredations iu tlie future. But wlieu tliey are allowed to violate tlie law, 
and curry through the streets the evidence of their misdeeds, in the shape of 
lialf-grown grouse, witliout objection, it is no wonder tlial every season 
finds tlie sliootiug grounds removed one degree further west. 

Deceive ourselves as we may, by the fond liope tliat the game is being 
preserved by means of our laws, and our clubs and associations, tlie fact 
grows more and more patent every year tliatour giiiiic is being rapidly and 
surely exterminated. 

Wliat is the remedy 1 We liave put our faith in the clubs, but some how 
it upiiears tliat tliey fail in tlie matter of enforcing Jibe laws. To us tlicrc 
appears but one way out of tliis serious difficulty. Either let us liove game 
constables iu every town, as in some of tlie Eastern States, whose duty it 
sliall be to arrest, witliout warrant, every person found with game in liis 
possession out of season, or let us liave associations aiiioug the farmers, 
similar to tliat now iu sucli successful operation in DcKalb County, III., 
an outline of whieli we gave in our last number. It would be no small 
step toward tlie beginning of tlie end of this question, could our western 
State Sportsmeu's Associations elect to lionorary inemhersliip every farmer 
iu tlicir respective States, and admit liim to all tlie riglits and privileges of 
inemhersliip witliout charge. Sucli a movement would, we tliiuk, serve a 
good purpose—uniting, by one common interest, tbe sportsmen and the 
farmers. Tlie farmers would llieii, we iliiuk, be willing, as law-abiding 
citizens, to pledge tlieir word to allow no one to slioot game (out of season) 
on tlieir lauds, and iiu arrangemeut miglit be entered into by whicli mem¬ 
bers of tlie Association only, and tliosc furuialied witii passes from mem¬ 
bers, sliouid be allowed to slioot over tlie lands belonging to members of 
tlie Association. 

Tills plan is wortliy of a trial, aud we iiupe to sec an effort mode to put 
it into practical operation. 


THAININO OF POINTERS AND SETTERS. 

Tlie position assumed by the Kennel Editor of this paper upon tlie sub¬ 
ject of training setters and pointers to retrieve (see page iliS, June 27,) has 
called forth expressions of opinion from several of our excliauges, some 
taking up tlie cudgel in favor of sucii training, and otliers endorsing in tlic 
most unqualified terms our views of the matter. TJie Turf, Field and 
Farm, wliose opinions we value most liiglily, fully agrees with us that tliis 
double system of training is entirely outof place, often resulting in tlie ruin 
of an otlicrwisc splendid animal. Tlie American Sportsman joins issue 
witli us on the subject, ciaimiug'tliat “retrieving exerts no influence whatso¬ 
ever upon tlie carriage of a dog," and that tlie additional expense of main¬ 
taining anotlier breed of dogs, must necessarily, i-ender tlie introduction of 
“Englisli customs" unpopular among us democratic Americans. This 
latter view is all very well in a spread-eagle FoujjJh-of-July oration—sneers 
at “ English snobbery " undoubtedly have their weight in a political argu¬ 
ment, but they are ratlier out of place between sportsmen, as the American 
sportsmen are indebted to tlieir English cousins for almost everytliing nec¬ 
essary to tlie successful pursuit of field sports, and that best ot teachers. Ex¬ 
perience, bos not been " keeping scliool" in America for a length of time 
sufficient to justify us to consider ourselves au fait in tlie matter of sporting 
arms and animals. 

Therefore, while we would fain be able to give the grand old Engiisii 
customs the cut direct, we must still be content to learn from those whose 
lives liave been spent in the saddle, on the moors and in the field, and 
whose experience is measured by centuries. The question is one of impor¬ 
tance, and will probably be the subject of much discussion in the columns 
of sporting journals, and will undoubtedly have an airing at the Iiands of 
many of our readers, whose opinion we would be pleased to receive for 
publication. 

THE “ CUMBERLAND LODGE ” SALE.

THE NATIONAL CONVEN ITONS. 

Syracuse, N. Y., July 2 % 1874. 

To TilF. EniTOK OK TllR Kiklii anij Strf.am : — 1 notice, in your issue of 
the nth inst., an article headed “ A National Association and, in accordance 
with your request in the closing sentence, I " rise to explain " what I think upon 
the subject. The " National Association," called by the N. Y. Stale Assoc'n at 
Oswego, needs little more encouragement, in my estimation, than your article 
accords it. U was hustled through the Convention without even having been 
discussed by the representatives of the various Clubs of this State — to say 
nothing of having consulted like organixations from other Slates. It w,xs con¬ 
ceived for the simple purpose of giving notoriety to certain parlies who like to 
see their names in print, and to soothe the turbulent tempers of the Niagara 
Falls Sportsmen’.s Club, for the loss of the State Meeting next year. The 
action of the five delegates who were originally appointed, in asking that they 
might each have five .assistants with an etiual voice in the meeting, shows that 
the originators of this scheme propo.so retaining control of it. To offset the 
vote of these thirty accredited delegates, it will be neces.sary for six states to 
send five delegates each. Can any correspondent of your paper mention S'X 
stales who will send each five delegates hundreds of miles, and at a lar^e 
expense, for the purpose of offsetting the votes of the New York delegation who 
can attend the meeting and have abundance of time to run home, and spend 
the evening with their families? 1 think not, and I look forward to the meet- 
ing in September as liable to be the biggest fizzle ever known in sporting circles. 
An organization of this kind, to be a success, must be entered into by the com¬ 
bined desires of parties who are to be benefited by it. By interchange of views, 
a location which will accommodate the majority of representatives must he 
selected, and every effort to so pack the meeting that its deliberations are fore¬ 
shadowed before it convenes nipped in the bud. That great good would result 
from a National Organization for the framing of laws and interchange of ideas, 
organized on proper principles and conducted fairly, seems to be generally con¬ 
ceded. . 

You assume in your article — what every unprejudiced thinker must admit — 
that the “ West controls the future .shooting and fishing grounds of America." 
Now, admitting the f.act, does it not seem advisable that vour Eastern friends, 
who have to travel so far to satisfy their desire for sport, should have some 
means cf knowing at what times it would be proper to visit you ? of the privil¬ 
eges necessary to be obtained before they could encroach on your shooting 
grounds as becomes Gentlemen Sportsmen? It seems to your correspondent 
that it does, and it also occurs to him that in no way could there be so perfect 
an understanding among the sportsmen of different states, as to meet in con¬ 
vention, once a year, and, by a friendly interchange of ideas, do much good in 
the cause. I think the call from the “ Fish Culturists' Association. ’ for a 
National Convention, to be held in New York next November, will proye a 
.success. I sincerely hope the sportsmen of the West will send full delegations, 
and that the result of the deliberations will prove of mutual benefit. I regret 
to notice the slighting manner in which the Editor of the “ Forest and Stream" 
alludes to Trap Shooting, in the article published in his paper of the 2 nd inst. 
I think experience will teach him, that to successfully draw a goodly number of 
sportsmen together, for any length of time, it will be necessary to offer some 
inducement in the way of recreation; and. until he can suggest something 
belter, hopte he will cease railing at Trap Shooting. Theoretical sportsmen arc 
all very nice, but of what avail to know the haunts of game, and the seasons 
when they may lawfully be killed, provided a sportsman has had no practice in 
wing shooting? I know of no way in which a man can become proficient in 
wing shooting more easily, pleasantly or economically than at the ^ „ 

[Is New York City, as the place for the meeting of a National Convention^ 
anymore likely to suit the convenience of the majority, than Niagara Falls? 
We think not, and unless this proposed National Convention can be organized 
upon a more liberal basis than present appearances seem to indicate, it is very 
doubtful if the West will be to any extent represented in either Convention.
